Unable to cope with the situation, 
Miss Brewster appeals to her only 
friends George Montgomery and 
his side-kick, Edgar Buchanan. 
With opposition facing him, the 
unscrupulous rancher resorts to 
violence, with no holds barred. This 
move gives the story impact, and 
with Montgomery falling in love 
with the widow, the action is step- 
ped up to an exciting and thrilling 
series of events, climaxed by a vio- 
lent clash between Montgomery 
and Meyer. 

Montgomery is excellent in his 
usual rugged manner, while Diane 
Brewster is both talented and so 
easy to look at. Edgar Buchanan 
gives a splendid performance, and 
young Jerry Hartleben is most 
likeable. Emile Meyer is as villain- 
ous a bad man as you have ever 
seen.

Unscrupulous Matt Maguire (Emile Meyer), a rancher, wants to 
take over Martha's property and has pressured Orcutt (Byron 
Foulger), the town money lender, to advance her no money. Randy 
Burke (George Montgomery) and Idaho (Edgar Buchanan) are 
Martha's only friends. Martha and Randy are in love. Martha‘s 
young son, Bucky (Jerry Hartleben), has secretly captured a black 
stallion for which Maguire has offered a $500 reward. Randy and 
Idaho, however, “persuade” Orcutt to give the $500 in return 
for a mortgage note, but they are waylaid by two of Maguire's 
henchmen, Doc Weber (Denver Pyle) and Woody Barnes (Dan 
Sheridan). Randy loses the money and Idaho is nearly killed. 
Orcutt, however, has supplied the sheriff (Rory Mallinson) with 
serial numbers of the bills stolen from Randy. The day of 
Martha’s deadline, Bucky turns over the black stallion to Randy, 
who takes it to Maguire at the land office and claims the $500. 
Maguire, however, stalls past the deadline and then turns his own 
$500 to the land agent to claim Martha's property. The sheriff moves 
in, reveals that the bills are the same ones stolen from Randy. 
There is a terrific fight in which Randy whips Maguire. Bucky gets 
to keep his black stallion and Randy and Martha return to the 
ranch and a future together. 


Buchanan Is 
Versatile Star 


Edgar Buchanan, co-starred with 
George Montgomery and Diane 
Brewster in Allied Artists’ “King of 
the Wild Stallions,’ currently the 
top attraction at the 
theatre, is conceded to be one of 
the most versatile actors in Holly- 
wood. Through picture after pic- 
ture, and year after year, he has 
either starred or given staunch sup- 
port to other top performers. 

As a young man Buchanan had 
no desire to become an actor. He 
wanted to become a doctor, but in- 
stead became a dentist like his 
father. 

It wasn’t until he was actually 
practicing dentistry in Eugene, 
Oregon, that he got the acting bug. 
While in dental school he develop- 
ed’ a mild interest in amateur 
theatricals, and even though prac- 
ticing dentistry, he accepted an 
offer to become assistant head of 
the University of Oregon drama 
department. 

After 10 years in Eugéne and 
happily married, the Buchanans 
moved to Altadena, California, and 
he became active at the nearby 
Pasadena Community Playhouse. It 
did not take long before a studio 
talent scout recognized his talents 
and he was signed for pictures. 

In “King of the Wild Stallions,” 
as the side-kick of George Mont- 
gomery, he has one of the best 
roles of his career.

Tall and handsome George Mont- 
gomery, starred in “King of the 
Wild Stallions,” feels right at home 
whenever he is given a top role in 
a western film. Born on a Mon- 
tana ranch and the youngest of 15 
children, he is strictly an outdoor 
man. 

In his new Allied Artists’ action 
drama, opening at the 
theatre, his role calls for 
some straight shooting and hard 
riding at which he is expert. 

His first appearance on the screen 
was as a double. He didn’t care for 
this too much and returned to 
punch cattle on his dad’s ranch 
near Brady, Montana. But he had 
already been badly bitten by the 
acting bug and a year later return- 
ed to Hollywood. 

His stalwart appearance soon at- 
tracted the attention of an agent 
who signed him to a contract. His 
first screen lead was a real plum, 
the romantic lead opposite Dorothy 
Lamour in ‘Lulu Belle.’’ Soon after 
this the breaks started to come his 
way. 

His career was temporarily inter- 
rupted by World War II when he 
joined the Air Corps. After three 
years in the service he returned 
to Hollywood. He has a long list of 
starring films. 

Montgomery is married to Dinah 
Shore, one of America’s most popu- 
lar singing stars. They have a 
daughter, Melissa, 10, and a son, 
John David, 4.
